Before Reddit, Swartz was 
involved in many other 
projects geared towards 
the public commons, 
including Creative 
Commons, and RSS Feed 
technologies. 


This is why there was no 
question that his 
untimely suicide during a 
hounding trial for 


illegally downloading 
databases of research 
papers was worthy of a 
documentary. 


Including interviews with 
Tim Berners-Lee, 

Lawrence Lessig, and many 
other internet titans, it 
is clear that Swartz’ 
efforts have touched the 
hearts of many.
